My Lord, Heligoland, 13 November 1840. 

This request that I am about to liave ihe honour of submitting to your Lordsliip involv- 
in® a small increase in the Estimates for this island, will, I hope, be considered a sufficient 
reason for troubling your Lordship thus early after ray arrival here. 

The magistrates of ttiis island, six in number, are selected from amongst the people, and 
though not educated men, form the only court in this island, deciding all civil causes, und 
all criminal ones not capital, and even forming with the clergymen, in tliat case, consisiorial 
courts, pronouncing divorce, or otherwise, as the case might require; in fact, they are the 
judges of the land. 

Persons selected to fill this office have no right of refusal, and cannot resign till they are 
sixty years of age, but are obliged to serve; it therefore sometimes happens that it is 
exceedingly inconvenient to the individual selected, and in all cases they have a very 
onerous duty to perform. 

Their remuneration, arising out of court fees and a per-ceritage on salvage of wrecks, 
averaged from 1830 to 1838, 24 L per annum. Last year it amounted only to 6 5 s., and 

may perhaps this year reach 18 f. 

This small sum your Lordship will doubtless consider quite inadequate to the duties 
these persons are called upon to perform, and to the important position they are placed 
in amongst their fellow-subjects, particularly when I find that some of them are actually 
involved in distress by their appoiniment. Tliis is peculiarly the case at this moment with 
one of the most efficient of their number, Mr. Michels, who on his election to the magis- 
tracy in March 1839, relinquished a very lucrative retail trade in spirits, because it was 
considered, both by the Lieutenant-governor, by himself, and by his brother magistrates, 
as incompatible with the dignity of his new office. This individual, I assure your Lordship, 
states to me, tiiat since lie became a magistrate he finds himself reduced to live on potatoes 
and black bread alone. 

Under these circumstances, and there being no island fund from wliich any increase to 
their emoluments could be made, I confidently submit to your Lordships consideration, 
the propriety of granting each magistrate a small salary. 

I would venture to suggest 30 L per annum, which would be considered by them as 
a very great boon. 

One of their number has already a salary of 60 L as town-clerk, but as his time is en 
tireiy occupied with his various official duties, I consider the augmentation to his salary 
ns only commensurate with his labours. Should your Lordship approve of my sug- 
gestion, the increase in the Estimate would be only 180 1.

Adverting to the correspondence which has taken place between this department and 
the department of the Treasury on the subject of the colonization of New Zealand, 

I am directed by Lord John Russell to transmit to you, for the information of the Lords 
Commissioners, the enclosed Estimate of the public expenditure of that colony for the first 
vear which will elapse after the receipt there of the commission appointing Captain 
Hobson the Governor of the New Zealand Islands. The Estimate has been prepared upon 
veiy defective information, and rather by conjecture derived from the analogy of the cases 
most resembling the present, than from any certain knowledge. Lord John Russell’s 
object has been to place the whole scale of expenditure at as low a rate as would seem 
compatible with tlte effective administration of the government of the new colony. 

I also enclose an Estimate, drawn up from the same uncertain sources of intelligence, of 
the ways and means by which is is proposed to provide for this expenditure. This Estimate 
supposes that Parliament should be recommended to vote a sum of 5,000 I in aid of this 
service. Lord John Russell would recommend these Estimates for the sanction of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, 

His Lordship would further request that the Lords Commissioners would make some 
provision for ine receipt of the revenue of customs, and for the establishment of a post- 
master in New Zealand. 

Lord John Russell would recommend that Mr. George Cooper should continue in the 
office of collector of the customs, to whicli he was appointed by Sir George Gipps, and 
which appointment was sanctioned by your letter of the 29th of J uly last. 

Lord John Russell further directs me to request that instructions may be given to the 
Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts to prepare the nec'’ssary rules for the 
suidance of the Governor, the Colonial Treasurer, and all other officers engaged in that 
service, for keeping the accounts of the colony in due form, for the regular passing and 
auditing of such accounts, and for whatever else may be necessary for the efficient 
execution of the details of that branch of the public service.
